The preliminary examination of Albert

Just now there is more or less discus- 


sion throughout Illinois with reference 
to the feasibility of boring lor and estab- 
lishing gas wells, and the more enthusi- 
astic ones assert that there is aa good 
quality of gas in this region as was ever 
found in Pennsylvania. The accidental 
discovery of a gas well recently at Clin- 
ton, has revived the chat on this subject 
The people in that section are wild about 
the gas well, and no doubt every farmer 
in that neighborhood who can devote the 
time to the enterprise, and can put up the 
money to foot the bills, will search for a 
gaa well on his land. Gas wells have 
been found iii the vicinity of Deoatur. 
Ten years ago Nick Weber was astonish- 
ed one night when he was boring for 
water at his old brewery, south of the city, 
to find that he had struck gas on a small 
scale. The tlaid shot out, and when 
lighted it burned for many days before 
the supply was exhausted. More recent- 
ly Billy Wilson, who now lives nt Onsner 
Station, found a gas well on his farm, 
two and a half miles eapt of Mt. Ziou. 
Ho put the gas to practical use at once, 
establishing gas works at his place. He 
piped his dwelling, and used it for cook- 
ing and illuminating purposes. He con- 
tinued to use it for a year before the gas 
well went back on him. There is DO 
doubt but that gas wells opened in Illi- 
nois would prove profitable. Mr. Bishop, 
who was hero on a visit recently from 
Bradford, Pa, stated that he had no 
doubt but there was a good quality of gas 
hereabouts, and predicted that the time 
would come when the enterprise of bor- 
ing for it would beoome general and 
profitable.

Ifrctt next adjusted the couplings to throe 
full turns by withdrawing tho washers. Tho 
Hist trial was made in Wi seconds aud tho 
next two In 'Jriseconds oach. Ouoof tho party 
was then Invited to simply break tho coupling 
In order to u:l'ord a contrast In the matter ol' 
epoed. It took him fully Uvo seconds to un- 
ticrcw the coupling.

BEEF FOR FOOD. 


The Feeding That Is Necetsary In Order 


To «I&ko the Best Beef. 


It is not the heaviest nor tha fattest 


animal that should bring tho highest 
price for the butcher's block,but that an- 
imal giving the largest per cent of lean 
meat to live weight. 
Such an animal 


will always contain fat enough with tho 
meat liber to make it palatable, juicy 
and nourishing. The fat parts of beef 
catt'.c or mutton slieep aro little used 
as human food. 
Hence the crucial test 


must ever be the greatest proportion 
of lean meat (muscle) *o the carcass. 
It is well knofru that sfeers quickly 


fed to fatness on sweet, flash pasturage 
give the most succulent and finely-flav- 
ored food. 
Why? The.relativo propor- 


tion of fat and lean is normal. 
Fat 


cows sell for less money per pound 
than steers. Why again? Tho propor- 
tion of fat to lean is greater, as tho 
principal cause, and, as a secondary 
reason, although better flavored than 
that of the bull, tho meat of the cow is 
not so delicate as that of the steer. 
Fashion, however, years ago decided 
that a carcass mtiit be considered in- 
ferior if it did not show immense devel- 
opment of fat, even to great patchy 
masses on the outside. 
It- was estab- 


lished in the "good old days" of tallow 
candles, when tat was one of the most 
important parts of the animal. So long 
ns fashion demands this feeders must 
cater to it. Indian corn will easily 
make fat. 
Some food, richer in phos- 


phate and nitrogen, however, is re- 
quired with corn, to keep the proportion, 
of fat and lean equal. 
If the true rela- 


tion as between fat and lean were un- 
derstood by the buyer this could be pro- 
duced probably cheaper to tho consumer 
lhan I he monsters of fat so much ad- 
'mircd at our fat-stock sho^. 
Yet so 


long as the feeder and buyor alike take 
pride in these fat-overloaded animals 
there will bo no change. The fact, 
however, remains constant: tho last 
two hundred pounds of fat added to a 
steer, ripe iu ticsh, add only to the cost 
of the succulent lean meat produced. 


One of the results of this fashion has 


been the forcing of breeding cattle until 
they now, through heredity, early de- 
\ o ; u p f a t abnormally.
